50 jobs may 
go at frozen 
food firm 

MORE than 50 jobs could be lost at a frozen 
food distribution centre in Shropshire, it 
was claimed today. 

The jobs are under threat at Cooltrader’s 
warehouse on Oswestry’s Maesbury Indus¬ 
trial Estate after the firm was taken over by 
Heron Foods. 

Andrew Errington, Cooltrader’s manag¬ 
ing director, said he feared as many as 56 
jobs at the Oswestry depot could go. A fur¬ 
ther 20 jobs could go at the Deeside HQ. 

Mr Errington said: “Cooltrader has been 
sold to Heron Foods and the people in the 
warehouse and the head office are being 
made redundant.” 

He said staff had been told redundancies 
could come into effect on September 29. He 
added people had been offered jobs by Heron 
Foods but these would be based near Hull. 

“Some are contemplating the move across 
there but the majority said it is not for 
them,” Mr Errington said. 

Cooltrader also has stores in Oswestry 
and Shrewsbury but it is believed that jobs 
there are not under threat. 

Cooltrader is the discount chain founded 
by Iceland boss Malcolm Walker. Iceland 
agreed the sale of its Cooltrader frozen food 
banner to Heron Foods earlier this month. 

No-one at Heron Foods was available for 
comment. 


Chairman of the delivery group, Nick 
Heard, said: “A key feature of Big Local is 
that residents and local businesses play a 
vital part in identifying the priorities for 
the area, and deciding how the £1 million 
allocated to the area will be invested locally. 

“We’ve already been given some ideas - 
perhaps a local network to share success 
stories and promote local businesses. 

“Perhaps closer links could be created 
between businesses, schools and colleges, 
to help young people into work and assist 
businesses through better-prepared young 
staff, trainees and apprentices. 

Ideas 

“We’re sure there are plenty more good 
ideas. 

“Whether involved in farming, manufac¬ 
turing, distribution, retail or services, we’d 
like business people to share them with us. 

“We want to get business people involved 
in making our Big Local a big success. 

“We’d also like to establish a Business 
Forum to support the main Big Local Part¬ 
nership for our area, which will take the 
decisions on how the money is invested. 

“This will help to make sure that the peo¬ 
ple who are creating and sustaining jobs in 
our communities are fully involved in deci¬ 
sions on how the Big Local money is 
invested.” 

The breakfast meeting will start at 
7.30am and be finished by 9am.

She said: “We are really excited about 
meeting him and welcoming him to The 
Marches. What a fantastic opportunity for 
staff and students to meet the very person 
that their house is named after.”

In front of a packed cham¬ 
ber, members of the coun¬ 
cil’s Cabinet agreed un¬ 
animously to go along with a 
full council recommenda¬ 
tion that they object to the 
plans for Llanbrynmair, 
Llaithdu and Llandinam. 

The size of the applica¬ 
tions mean they will be 
decided by the UK govern¬ 
ment.

Shropshire Council has agreed to give £115,000 from its 
Market Towns Revitalisation Programme to places in 
Oswestry and the surrounding areas. 

There will be £75,000 available from MTRP for town

Oswestry MTRP and the 
Rural Challenge Fund.

Councillor for Oswestry 
South and leader of the 
council, said: “We have 
introduced this grant 
scheme to help stimulate 
further investment in 
tourism. I have no doubt this 
will give Oswestry’s visitor 
economy a considerable 
boost. It’s a lovely market 
town with lots to offer.” 

Oswestry town mayor 
Martin Bennett, said: “I 
hope this funding will enable 
B&Bs to improve facilities 
and encourage others to 
increase the amount of pro¬ 
vision. ” 

The maximum grant ini¬ 
tially available is £5,000.

Organisers say the production is a pas¬ 
sionate tribute to Wilfred Owen and will 
be full of music, dance and spoken word.

handed. Police said once the conman had 
been let into the house he asked the woman 
to turn a tap on in the kitchen while he went 
to flush a toilet. 

After a short time, the man returned to 
the kitchen and told her he was going to 
check on her neighbours and then left the 
property. 

Detective Constable David Bettison said: 
“Thankfully nothing was stolen during this 
incident but we are treating this as a dis¬ 
traction burglary as we believe the man 
entered the home under false pretences 
with the intention of taking something.” 

The man is described as white, of broad 
build with a round face. 

Working 

He was clean-shaven and wearing a green 
baseball cap, dark jacket, black trousers and 
grey, dirty looking trainers. He was also 
wearing green or blue gloves and spoke with 
a foreign accent. 

Detective Constable Bettison added: “We 
believe he may have been working with two 
men who went to other addresses in the 
street, but were not allowed inside any prop¬ 
erties. These men are both described as 
white, in their 20s, 5ft 8ins and were wear¬ 
ing baseball caps. One of the men had sandy 
coloured hair while the other had longer, 
dark hair. 

“All three men were seen leaving the area 
in a silver car, which looked like a Ford Mon- 
deo. I would urge anyone who saw these 
men or have been approached in a similar 
way in Oswestry recently, to contact us.” 

The police said distraction burglars often 
posed as water board officials and deliber¬ 
ately targeted the elderly and other vulner¬ 
able people. 

They are urging people with elderly 
friends or relatives to remind them not to 
open their doors to strangers and to contact 
the police straight away on 101 if a caller 
turns up claiming to be from the ‘water 
board’.

A spokesperson for Powys County Council 
said: “The council has a significant schools 
maintenance programme and spends more 
than £1 million every year. All projects are 
based on priority and available funding.”

Pylon plan will 
hit town tourism 

THE residents of Llanfyllin have been 
urged to ‘wake up’ to the impact plans for a 
30-mile power line will have on the town’s 
tourism industry. 

The town’s Powys County Councillor 
Peter Lewis said the pylon plans would 
‘plague’ the area and called for residents to 
support campaigners fighting against the 
National Grid proposals. 

National Grid wants to build the 400,000 
volt line from Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion to Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. The energy group says the route 
could run underground and on pylons and 
cost up to £562million to construct by 2015. 

But Councillor Lewis told the latest meet¬ 
ing of Llanfyllin Town Council: “Llanfyllin 
needs to wake up to the effect it could have 
should the windfarms get planning 
approval and National Grid are successful 
in getting the line through the area. 

“This would be like a plague coming 
through Montgomeryshire.” 


Council. Shropshire Councillor for the area 
Trevor Davies said the new venture would 
offer additional support to those who needed 
help in accessing the internet. 

He said: “This is a fantastic resource. 
Many people, particularly those on low 
income or without jobs, don’t have access to 
the internet or broadband. 

“They can come here and the volunteers 
will help them search for jobs and use the 
internet.” 

Parish councillor John Thorpe said he 
hoped the project would lead to a the estab¬ 
lishment of a job club in the village. 

He said: “People without jobs are having 
to go to Oswestry. They may as well come 
here and we can help them look for jobs. 

“We can also help them create a CV Many 
16-year-olds don’t have a CV or access to the 
internet. We can do the CV with them and 
help them look for jobs or training. 

“I am in talks now with the job centre in 
Oswestry to see if we can develop this into a 
village job club.” 

Parish clerk Penny O’Hagan said she had 
been encouraged by the initial response. 

She said: “It has been positive. We had 
quite a few people come in to have a look. 

“A lot of them filled in forms asking them 
what they would like to see offered in the 
future so we know how this can be developed 
in the future. 

“It is early days and I think we will gather 
interest as we run it every week.”

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35ft-long 
pedigree 
of family 
on show 

A 35ft piece of history has 
been put on display at a cas¬ 
tle for the first time. 

Chirk Castle has unveiled 
The Myddelton Pedigree, a 
family tree, which traces the 
family’s ancestry from the 
late 17 th century back 
through the lines of Welsh 
princes, kings and ancient 
British rulers. 

Fully unrolled it is 35ft 
long and is made up of 19 
sheets of handmade paper 
covered in brightly coloured 
coats of arms with graphite, 
water colour, iron gall inks, 
gold and silver decorations. 

It is thought to have been 
made to commemorate Sir 
Thomas Myddelton III 
becoming a baronet in 1660. 
It celebrates the Welsh blood 
lines of English and British 
Kings such as Cadwaladr 
and Henry Tudor. Experts 
say it seems to have had cor¬ 
rections and annotations 
added at later dates. 

The pedigree has under¬ 
gone conservation work to 
prevent any further erosion. 

This work has been car¬ 
ried out thanks to a grant 
from the National Manu¬ 
scripts Conservation Trust 
fund, a donation from Chirk- 
lands National Trust mem¬ 
bers association and 
property raffle ticket sales. 

Carolyn Latham, house & 
visitor services manager, 
said: “It’s fantastic to have 
this beautiful historically 
important document out on 
display.”

In Oswestry, the scheme has already 
caused concern with fears that plans for 
homes at the foot of the hill fort could ruin 
its setting. The SAMDev development plan 
suggests 80 new homes off Gobowen Road 
and 25 at Oldport Farm on Gobowen Road.

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Reservoir 
plan is 
discussed 
by council 

PLANS by Severn Trent to 
create a new reservoir on the 
outskirts of Oswestry were 
being discussed by town 
councillors last night. 

The firm says its plans 
would safeguard water sup¬ 
plies to residents.

RESIDENTS and businesses on 
the Shropshire/Powys border 
have been counting the cost of 
flash-flooding which caused 
chaos this week. 

Shropshire was the worst-hit area in the 
entire country, with 71mm (2.8in) of rain 
falling within a 24-hour period. 

Sandbags were brought out after wet 
weather flooded a road in a village near 
Oswestry forcing motorists to find another 
route. 

Rainwater flowed down the B5069 in Gob¬ 
owen causing floods that were, at some 
points, knee-deep. 


Councillor David Lloyd said the village 
only got floods like this once every four or 
five years. 

Shropshire Council decided to close the 
road between the railway crossing and the 
A5 Oswestry bypass on Monday afternoon 
and a diversion route was put in place. 

Sandbags 

The authority sent officers to the Hen- 
goed Road to put out sandbags to try and 
divert water. Floorboards were put down on 
the road. 

A resident, who did not want to be named, 
said she could see the road flooding from her 
home nearby. She said people were helping 
to direct traffic. 


“They were up to their knees,” she said. 
“I have not seen it like this before.” 

Councillor Lloyd said the villagers start to 
get a little concerned when the waters start 
to reach the railway crossing. 

A school bus from Llanfyllin High School 
broke down in flood water on the B4393 
between Llanfyllin and Llanfechain on 
Monday afternoon. 

John Evans, from Powys County Council, 
said the council received a courtesy call 
from the bus company about the incident. 

They told the council that the busses were 
not completely stuck and that the flood 
caused a slight delay in getting the children 
home. 

“We had a call from the bus company. 


They had trouble with flooding but sorted it 
themselves. They called in case any parents 
worried that the bus was late.” 

Several of the county’s rivers were on 
flood alert, including the Severn Vyrnwy 
Confluence. 

Environment Agency officials warned 
several roads were affected by flooding 
including the Melverley Green and Bontain 
roads with flood warnings in place on the 
River Vyrnwy at Melverley and Maesbrook. 

Rail passengers faced delays as Arriva 
Trains Wales services between Knighton 
and Shrewsbury, Shrewsbury and Birming¬ 
ham and Hereford and Shrewsbury were 
disrupted due to flooding. There were also 
delays on the Chester to Shrewsbury line.

CAN COMPANY THAT IS TAKING OVER MAKE US REDUNDANT? 

Q: The company I work for is about to be taken over by a bigger company that is planning to move part of its operation onto our site. If they bring their own 
workers with them there will be too many people for the jobs and my colleagues and I are concerned that we will be the ones to be made redundant. We 
don’t belong to a Union. What should we do? 

A: The Transfer of Undertakings (Protection of Employment) Regulations 2006 (TUPE) offers employees protection against redundancy which comes about 
as a direct result of business transfer. In other words, the new company cannot make you redundant just because it takes over the firm you work for and 
decides to bring its own staff with it. Also, if an employee is asked to sign a new contract it must offer the same benefits as the old one. If it doesn’t, they 
should not sign it. 

TUPE is however a technical minefield and it is not unknown for new management to try and sidestep the legislation. They might for example offer a cash 
sum as a ‘consideration’ in exchange for accepting new contractual terms. Or they might offer alternative employment at another site, knowing it is not 
feasible for the employee to take it. 

There are also exceptions which override TUPE protection, for example where there is an economic, technical or organisational reason for dismissal or 
redundancy. This could relate to the profitability or market performance of the purchasing company’s business, or to the nature of equipment or production 
processes they operate, or to the management or organisational structure of their business.

Its 12- 
acre Mount Pleasant site 
is forecast to net at least 
£lbn. It is estimated 
Royal Mail has at least 
100 more such sites 
including Shrewsbury’s 
Castle Foregate.

Campaign 
to tackle 
problems 
with litter 

EFFORTS to make Llan- 
fyllin more attractive to visi¬ 
tors are being hampered 
because residents are not 
keeping the streets tidy, 
councillors have claimed.

Inspector says police station 
to stay open after shake-up 


LLANFYLLIN’S police station will not close under a restructur¬ 
ing programme, the area’s police inspector has reassured town 
councillors. 

But Inspector Jonathan Tatton admitted he had concerns about the impact the 
impending closure of Welshpool police station will have on policing. 

The inspector was invited to attend a meeting of Llanfyllin Town Council after council¬ 
lors voiced concerns about a regional wide policing shake-up would have on the area. 
Inspector Tatton reassured them there

The officer said Dyfed Powys Police’s 
argument for closing Welshpool station’s 
front desk was that footfall from the public 
was low and people were more inclined to 
contact officers by phone or email. 

Inspector Tatton said Welshpool station 
would close to the public in November and 
admitted the public’s perception in the 
Llanfyllin area was that they were not get¬ 
ting the same level of service as other more 
populated areas such as Welshpool or New¬ 
town. He said: “I am acutely aware that 
sometimes people probably feel Welshpool 
or Newtown gets more policing time than 
they get up here.” 

The officer said there had been a general 
reduction of services in rural areas from 
many organisations including by councils. 

He said: “Sometimes we wonder whey we 
bother paying our council tax but I live in a 
rural area and I am committed to rural polic¬ 
ing.” 

The inspector also pointed out to council¬ 
lors that Dyfed Powys Police remained the 
best performing force in the country, mainly 
because it was a low crime region. Council¬ 
lor Peter Lewis said it did seem other areas 
of Powys were better served by police offi¬ 
cers while Llanfyllin Mayor Darren Mayor 
said the public wanted reassurances the 
level of policing would not decrease. 


were no plans to shut their station but said 
the restructuring had seen cuts to the level 
of service elsewhere. 

He said: “I am the inspector for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire. There used to be two inspec¬ 
tors, one in Welshpool and one for Newtown 
but due to cost reductions it was decided to 
do a bit of a cull of management rather than 
a cull of police constables and sergeants. I 
am based in Newtown. 

“The reason they have done that with the 
management structure is to try to reduce 
the impact on the front line. 

Wage 

“Llanfyllin Police Station is not closing. 
There is no reduction in staff. In fact there 
is an increase of a new police community 
support officer. 

“But Welshpool station is closing to the 
public. It is to reduce the overall wage bill 
because they can reduce the number of 
police staff. 

“Instead there is going to be a mobile 
police station twice a week there. 

“At Welshpool there is a reduction in serv¬ 
ice, I am not going to hide from the fact, but 
they have not reduced any police officers. 

“They say there won’t be a diminishing of 
service. I am not convinced by that myself 
but we have to make savings. It’s not good. 
It is a big town Welshpool and they should 
have people at the front desk but I would 
rather have it closed than lose officers.”

A BIT of al fresco tea must have 
been just the ticket for a group 
of soldiers recovering at Gob- 
owen during the dark days of

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New models join 
the Insignia family 


VAUXHALL has announced 
changes to the Insignia family 
and the model that stands out for 
me is the 2.0 BiTurbo CDTI. 

As competition for sales reaches new levels, 
all the automotive companies are out there 
looking for a USP and Vauxhall hope to have 
found the winning combination. 

The model on test was the Sports Tourer con¬ 
taining the sequential double turbo system 
with two charging stages. 

Buyers have the option to combine the new 
engine with front or all-wheel drive (AWD) and 
the Insignia 2.0 BiTurbo CDTI is available in 
all body styles. 

The engine is designed to be especially agile 



under acceleration and jumps from 0-60mph in 
8.4 seconds with a top speed of 134mph. Com¬ 
bined fuel figures of 55mpg and C02 emissions 
of 134g/km mean this model is attractive for the 
fleet user too. 

In this class of power and torque, six-cylinder 
diesel engines with around three-litre displace¬ 
ments are the usual choice. But the BiTurbo

technology smaller engines produce even more 
output, while enabling 30 per cent lower fuel 
consumption and emissions than the norm. 

All versions with manual transmission are 
equipped with Start/Stop technology, helping 
keep the fuel figures low. 

So just how does it all work? 

Quickly 

Well I don’t profess to understand all the 
technical jargon but the official line is: Two tur¬ 
bochargers of different sizes work either sepa¬ 
rately or together. The smaller turbocharger 
accelerates especially quickly at low engine 
speeds. This means the accelerator pedal 
responds without delay and the undesired 
“turbo lag” effect is prevented. 

Starting at 1250rpm, the driver can already 
draw on 320Nm of torque and at 1750rpm max¬ 
imum torque of 400Nm is provided. 

In the mid-range of rpm both turbochargers 
operate together, with the larger turbocharger 
pre-compressing the intake air, before it is fully 
compressed in the smaller one. 

Technology apart, the Insignia has a lot of 
competition out there and is still battling for 
real credibility. For me the car is a lot better on 




Vauxhall has high hopes that the new Insignia will be a leader in the sector 

the motorway than on the country roads. 

Handling could be sharper and the ride a bit 
smoother, but on the positive side passengers 
sit in comfort and there is plenty of room for 
five. 

Six airbags and stability control are standard 
as are anti-whiplash front head restraints, and 
there’s plenty of steering wheel adjustment 
options available. 

Today the trend seems to be adopting a cabin 
which includes as much information as can pos¬ 
sibly be squeezed into a centre console and 
Vauxhall may have gone a little too far this 
time. 

It’s a bit like sitting at someone else’s com¬ 
puter screen - you should know where every¬ 
thing is but you’re afraid to press the screen. 

Most of the functions are controlled by scroll¬ 
ing and that’s not everyone’s idea of heaven. 

The whole point of having a tourer is to gain 
additional space and t here’s plenty on offer in 
the Insignia. The rear seats fold flat at the flick 
of a switch - as good as any I have seen - to 
reveal a cavernous compartment. 

The downside is the cost. The model on test 
hits the road at £29,475, meaning you have to 
find an awful lot of money up-front before you 
start reaping the benefit of all the savings.

It's just tow and 
go with Discovery 



As a complete novice in the black 
arts of towing, I wouldn’t have 
chosen a 28-foot long, 2.3 tonne, 
double axle caravan worth over 
£50,000 for my first experience. 

A little trailer designed for taking a bit of 
garden refuse to the tip would have been 
more my style. For a start there’s no ques¬ 
tion of reversing: just unhitch and push has 
always been my solution. 

But as it happens, Land Rover chose the rig for 
me as they wanted motoringjournalists to try the 
Discovery 4 with its muscle and towing technol¬ 
ogy which make the challenge seem surprisingly 
easy. And which have won it Caravan Club 
awards for three years running. 

They had created a small ‘town’ with thou¬ 
sands of cones outlining narrow streets, obstacles 
such as parked cars, tight bends, awkward junc¬ 
tions and even a ‘garage’ which you could only 
reverse into. My hopes weren’t as high as the 
cones. 

It was a good exercise in marketing by the Land 
Rover people who genuinely believe in their cars. 

I completed the course slowly but faultlessly, 
with not a cone out of place and of course you have 
to believe it’s the car which gets the credit. Just 
as they’ve taken a lot of the mystery and human 
element out of extreme off-road driving, they’ve 
now done the same with towing a caravan, horse¬ 
box or boat. 

One of the secrets is Land Rover’s ‘tow assist’ 
system, already standard on the Discovery and 
soon to be fitted to all new Range Rovers. 

Rear view cameras to help you reverse aren’t 



new, of course, even ones which predict the car’s 
path depending on the position of the steering 
wheel. 

But once hitched, tow assist automatically pre¬ 
dicts the path of the caravan: remembering, of 
course that that is generally the opposite of the 
car. Put right hand lock on the steering, for exam¬ 
ple, and the trailer will be pushed to the left. Its 
predicted path is shown by coloured lines on the 
screen in the car’s centre console. 

Deliberately 

With this system, even I managed to reverse 
the trailer around a 90-degree corner and into its 
garage. Being able to use the Discovery’s low 
range gears I was able to creep very slowly and 
deliberately into position, which is no doubt why 
I was successful at the first attempt. 

This would also be a boon for anyone towing a 
large boat out of the water, or a large trailer on 
soft ground. 

But the system helps out even before you get to 
that stage, and it must be one of the few ways a 
driver could single-handedly hitch up a heavy 
trailer without the need for a ‘spotter’. In most 
cars you can’t even see the caravan’s towing gear 


for the back seats/door/boot because of the angle 
once you get within a couple of yards. 

After a couple of practice efforts, I was able to 
reverse up to the caravan from a dozen yards or 
more following the computed trajectory shown on 
the tow assist screen. 

Having already lowered the Discovery’s air 
suspension to the lowest ‘access’ position, the 
car’s hook was precisely under the caravan’s 
socket. Press the button to return the car to its 
normal ride height and the two were engaged - 
you just have to fit the safety wire and electric 
plug. 

I didn’t have to lift the caravan’s towing hitch 
(I didn’t fancy trying with a vehicle of this size) or 
jiggle it about to make the connection. 

The Discovery 4 also has ‘trailer stability 
assist’ which automatically detects the presence 
of a trailer and, at speeds over 37mph, monitors 
its behaviour. If it starts swaying or weaving, the 
system brakes the right wheel or wheels to cor¬ 
rect any potential problem. 

The Discovery and its towing technology 
undoubtedly made my efforts in the challenge 
look good, but it seems it impresses the experts, 
too. 

The car won the over 1,900kg class in the 2012 
Town Car of the Year awards - its third successive 
victory. 

Judge Nigel Donnelly said: “Having won the 
heavyweight class two years in a row, the Discov¬ 
ery 4 was always the red-hot favourite. 

“The big Land Rover is even better than 
before, thanks to the addition of an eight speed 
automatic gearbox. It’s smoother shifting than 
the old six-speeder and, along with tweaks to the 
engine, improves performance and economy. 

“The Discovery 4 is a luxurious way to travel, 
thanks to its supple ride and roomy cabin, There 
are seats for seven and, if the rear two are stowed, 
there is more than enough space.”

WELSHPOOL golf professional Lee 
Rooke has claimed an impressive sec¬ 
ond place in a top PGA tournament in 
Bulgaria. 

Rooke was runner-up at the Uni- 
Credit 2012 PGA Professional Champi¬ 
onship of Europe, pocketing a cheque 
for more than £4,000 in the process. 

And it could have been more but for 
champion Hugo Santos of Portugal 
sinking a 20-foot putt on the last to 
clinch the title. 

Rooke finished nine-under, a shot 
behind overall winner Santos who won 
for a second consecutive year at the 


Pravets Golf Resort and Spa, near 
Sofia. 

Rooke is a professional at the Vale of 
Llangollen Golf Club and has enjoyed a 
decent summer on the satellite Tour, 
making 17 cuts from 19 starts. He qual¬ 
ified for Bulgaria by winning the Glen- 
muir PGA Professional Championship 
regional qualifier in Southport back in 
May. 

He now travels to Mexico where he 
has secured a spot in the final of the 
Virgin Atlantic PGA National Pro-Am 
Championship in December having 
qualified earlier in the year.

Ogden joined Sophie Wor- 
rall, and Telford’s Nancy 
Ndure in claiming the team 
title in the senior girls’ hep¬ 
tathlon at the English 
Schools Combined Events 
Championship. 

It was the first time 
Shropshire have won an 
event at any age group in the 
national finals and came as 
the competition celebrated 
its 25th anniversary. 

Their combined tally of 
11,759 points was enough to 
claim the Joyce Bundy Tro¬ 
phy, with Kent second, Lin¬ 
colnshire third and Surrey 
fourth.
